that Castro was behind the seizure 
of the plane by gunmen who said 
they wanted to go to Cuba. 


Sen. 
Clair Engle, D-Calif., said 


that if it is established that there 
was n conspiracy involving Cas- 
tro "it is an act of war and should 
be dealt with accordingly." 


Rep. 
Edgar VV. Hiestand, R- 


Calif., sent a telegram to Presi- 
dent Kennedy demanding that this 
country "quit playing patsy to a 
pipsqueak and call a halt to con- 
tinuing disgraces by Communist 
Cuba." 


Hiestand said the United States 


should topple Castro's regime, set 
up a temporary government and 
pave the way to free elections. 


"What belter foundation could 


we have in Berlin than to seize 
the .initiative in Cuba?" he asked. 


Hiestand said Kennedy should 


set a deadline for return1 of the 
Eastern Air Lines plane hijacked 
and flown to Cuba last month,

BERLIN (AP)—For the past 12 


years police of Communist East 


ermany have been tramping up 


to abandoned homes, fixing a seal 
on i'ha door and preparing to auc- 
tion the household goods. 


They are the homes of people 


who left just about everything be- 
hind to flee to the West. 


Since 1949, when the Commu- 


nist regime was set up in Soviet- 
occupied Germany, 
more 
than 


2,600,000 pel-sons have come to 
the West. They give continued 
evidence of discontent with Com- 
munist rule. They are key figures 
in recurrent Berlin crises. 


The vast majority of these ref- 


ugees funnel through West Berlin, 
a far easier escape route than 
trying to cross the tightly guarded 
iron curtain border that divides 
East and West Germany. 


West Berlin, still occupied by 


the Atlantic Allies of World War 
II, is an island of Western terri- 
tory 110 miles inside that! barbed- 
wire barrier. The refugee who 
makes his way to East Berlin has1 
little trouble getting to the West- 
ern side via subway or elevated 
train. From there he is flown to 
West Germany, skipping border 
controls on the land route, 


The Communists would love to 


close this escape route. For years 
the East Germans, with Soviet 
backing, have been seeking con- 
trol of all routes to and from 
Berlin. 


The flight of refugees makes 


East Germany the only modern 
industrial nation in the world with 
a declining population. 


The refugees are a cross-section 


of life, with industrial workers 
and laborers forming the biggest 
group. There are farmers, trades- 
men, housewives, students and 
such highly trained people as doc- 
tors, engineers and teachers. 


This last group of intellectuals 


and experts is a small part of 
the total refugee flood, but one 
that hurts the Communists, in the 
six-year period from 1954 to 1960, 
East Germany lost 35,000 intellec- 
tuals, including 14,000 engineers 
and 4,000 doctors and dentists.
